This was 
done without a hearing in spite of 
the fact that the chairman of the 
Senate Public Health Safety 
Committee had assured on 
March 20, when the hearing was 
postponed, that he personally would 
see to it that I would be informed 
of a later date for such a hearing.

On February 27, 1945 one of the 
many mosquitos caught in Albany 
was identified in the laboratory of 
Prof. W. B. Herms at the Univer- 
sity of California as a female CU- 
LEX TARSALIS; this species of 
mosquito one of the principal 
vectors of epidemic virus encepha- 
litis in California.

Louis Lichtman 
Guest Speaker 
At Lions Meet 


Self-denial, which will have to 
be practiced by Americans for the 
duration, will include the forego- 
ing of that extra cocktail of high- 
ball because alcohol is so vitally 
needed for war purposes, Louis 
Lichtman of Calvert Distillers Cor- 
poration told the members of the 
Albany Lions Club at their regular 
Thursday meeting. 

Illustrating. his talk with charts 
and exhibits, Lichtman told how 
the distilling industry has convert- 
ed all its production facilities to 
the distilling of industrial alcohol 
used in the production of smoke- 
less powder, for propelling torpe- 
does, in the production of synthetic 
rubber, medicines, ether and for 
lend-lease purposes. 

“Every time a 16-inch naval gun 
is fired, 173 gallons of alcohol were 
required for making the smokeless 
powder,” Lichtman said. “Even be- 
fore. Pearl Harbor,” he added, 
“technicians of the distilling indus- 
try went to the Government with 
plans for converting the industry's 
facilities to war production. And 
when the zero hour came, the Gov- 
ernment was saved much time and 
a great deal of expense by the fact 


that the industry existed and that 
its facilities stood ready for war 
use,” 

Lichtman took his audience be- 
hind the scenes of a distiller and 


explained the scientific process in 
the production of quality whiskey. 
Stressing the importance of mod- 
eration, he gave his audience some 
sane and sensible advice on drink- 
ing as an adjunct to social living. 
He said, “there was more said and 
less known about whiskey than any 
other product of human consump- 
tion,” and emphasized two bits of 
advice: “If you drink—drink mod- 
eratelv’“and “Whatever you drink 
~-drink wisely.”
